Congress of 
Brazil Locked 
in Bitter Fight

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 


Brazil's Congress was locked in 
a bitter struggle today with the 
country's 
three military chiefs 


who defied the constitution' in an 
attempt to block leftist Vice Pres- 
ident Joao Goulart from succeed- 
ing to the presidency. 


Angry congressmen named a 


commission of eight senators and 
eight deputies to study the serv- 
ice chiefs' attempt to flout the 
constilulion and gave the com- 
mission 48 hours to come up with 
recommendations. Congress was 
lo meet again loday lo consider 
the situation. 


Goulart was still in Europe, 


waiting for n congressional dele- 
gation to join him to advise him 
of his prospects. He and his wife 
went Monday to Barcelona lo vjj- 
it their children, who have been 
holidaying on the Spanish Medi- 
terranean coast. 


Support for the vice president 


mounted in his home state of Rio 
Grande do Sul, Brazil's southern- 
most.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


manager of a Wilmington, Del., 
sports service testified today he 
distributes by telephone the unof- 
ficial winners of horse races at 
virtually every major track in the 
country but has no bookmakers! 
as customers. 


Albert Tollin, a partner and 


general manager of the Delaware 
Sports Service, told the Senate In- 
vestigations subcommittee that he 
would cut off his service to any- 
one he knew to be a bookmaker, 


He said his subscribers are pro- 


fessional bettors who place legiti- 
mate bets at race tracks and then 
use his service "to relieve anx- 
iety." 


When asked if bookmakers com- 


prised his clientele, Tollin an- 
swered: "Not at the prices I 
charge." 


He said he charges a customer 


$20 for the winner of one race 
prior to .results distributed 
by 


news media, $30 fort two results 
and $50 for five results—the most 
he will distribute to any one per- 
son. 


Under questioning, Tollin said 


he doesn't know whether any of 
his customers use phony names. 


But he acknowledged one of 


them is kniwn to him only as 
"Jo Jo," another as "Biff" and 
a 
third 
as "Charlie 
Eye." 


Before calling Tollin, the sub-

Monday set the season for Nov. 24 
to Dec. 23.

The season 
could be set any time! between 
Oct. 13 and Dec. 31. 


The daily limit will be two 


thicks and the possession limit 
four ducks, both half the Unites 
of last year. Last year's season 
was 40 days. 


The Interior Department tight* 


enccl up federal regulations to re- 
duce the duck kill because of a 
decline in-duck flights. 


Arkansas could have chosen to 


split its season with limits of two 
and four ducks, to have a 20-day 
season with limits of three and 
six ducks or- to split a 20-day sea- 
son with limits of three and six. 


The daily shooting period was
